Hongkong Exclusion Law 
Expires. 

Germans and other former 
alien enemies wil! now be free to 
return to Hongkong, the law 
forbidding them to do so expiring 
to-day. 

The enactment exchuding 
former eoomies was knowoa as 
the Enemy Aliens Restriction 
Ordinance, 1919, and ise main 
provision was thst “ee former 
enemy alier. shall come or be 
within the Colony of Hongkong. 
jeither generally or for a limited 
jpetiod, unless he possesses & 
permit for that purpose sixoed by 
ithe Colonial Secretary. Persons 
seommirting a breach of thig.con- 
‘dition were liable to deportation 
‘and also lisble on conviction 
toe fine not exceeding $5,000 or 
imprisonment for a term not 
txceeding one year. The Ordin- 
lance was to continue in forre for 
three years. .

The position is in striking con- 
trast to last year, whan the re- 
servoirs were full. But that was 
following upon a year of ex- 
ceptional rains. We are now in 
the reverse position, an} our 
officials are wondering what may 
be the position in 1923 should we 
have another dey spring. In 
these circumstances tha need of 
economy stands in no need of 
emphasis. se 

In Koxloon th> position is 
somewhat better, there baing just 
about enough waterat the present 
time to cke out the dry season 
on the basis of the restricted 
supply. As there is no margin, 
is is obvious that the authorities 
cannot restore the full service, 
Jo double the present hours 
would mean leaving the res- 
ervoirs empty’ for the second 
half of the dry season, subject to 
such addition to the water-supply 
es the remainder of the wet 
season may yield, which is nota 
factor to bank upon with Septem- 
ber at hand, Ono point, however, 
merits the consideration of the 
Government. We mentioned the

Telegraphic information re- 
ceived Isat evening indicates that 
Mr, Chan Chik-yua, a_ well- 
known Hongkong merchant, has 
been definitely appointed Civil 
Governor of Kwangtang, the de- 
cision being raached at a special 
meeting of the Provincial Assam. 
bly held in Canton yesterday 
afternoon. 

The naw Governor, who is 63 
years of age, was educated in 
Honolulu, Ssndwich Islands 
and the 
is a son of Chan Ah Fong, 
the Chinese merchant princa of 
Honoluly, who was at one time a 
Privy Councillor of King Kalakua. 
Amongst his schoolmates were 
Tang Shas-yi, Liang Tun-yen; 
Liang Yu-ho, Tsai Sheo-kee. the 
late Sir Chen Tung Liang-cheng 
and meny others ‘vho achieved 
political fame in Manchu days. 
Ho is w= keen business mag, 
possessed of grest force of 
character and is a moderate 
progressive in politics but a 
stauoch supportes of the R-poblic 
of Chica. His brother, Mr. Chao 
Kang-yu, is compraore of the 
Douglas Steamsbip Company in 
Hongkong, whilst his son is 
Director of the Canton arsenal. 

The Assembly Meeting. 

The Cunton Times give the fol- 
lowing account of the election of 
Mr. Chan :— 

The Provincial Assembly held 
asession yesterday atl p.m. with 
81 present. Assemblyman Huang 
Nih propased the acceptance of 
General Chan King-ming’s res- 
ignation as Civil Governor of 
Kwangtung and was supported 
by Assemblymen Lo Keng Yung 
and Tseng Kuo Tsang. As 
semblyman Lou Tseh Tsuan 
stated that owing to the import- 
ance of the duties of s gor- 
ernor, they sheuld select a min 
who would. be well-versed in 
political affairs. He, therefore, 
proposed that Geoseral Chan 
King-ming.b2 pressed to take up 
the post again. To this agsembly- 
man Wu Shih replied that since 
General Chan had decided da- 
finitely to decling the post of Civil 
Governor, there would be no use 
for them to press him to take up 
‘the post; Consequently, Chairman 
Chung Shing called fora vote on 
the proposal of accepting General 
Chan’s resigration. The pro- 
posal was cafried by 61 votes. 
Taen' - Assemblyman Chiang 
Tsung Ya proposed that Mr.Chan 
Chik-yue be appointed as Pro- 
visional Civil Goversor of Kwang 
tong. The proposal was supvort- 
ed by Assemblymen Huang Nib, 
Pan Chi Hsien, Tseng Kuo Tsung 
and Yeb Yen. Rapresentative Tsai 
Ting Chieh proposed that Mr. 
Tang Shac-yi be appointed te the 
post and he was supported by As- 
semblymanc Chi Koh Fann, but 
Assemblyman Ya Tung Jeno 
requested the Chairman 
call for a vote on Chi- 
ang’s | proposal. Thereupon, 
Mr. Chan Chik-yo's appointment 
as Provisional Civil Governor of 
Kwangtung was put tothe vote 
andit was carried by 48 votes. 
As the number of votes was more 
than one-half of the number 
necessary toconstitute a quorum, 
Mr. Chan was duly elected. It 
is stated that the- credentials of 
this election will be forwarded to 
Mr. Chan Chik-yuein due course. 
Before the conclusion of the 
meeting. it was resolved to hold 
another meeting before the close 
of the present session.
